He 
graduated from Onaway High School and attended 
Spring Arbor College. 

Owner of the Holiday Inn, Fraser is a man of many 
business and civic ventures. He is a director and an ac- 
tive member of the Grayling Regional Chamber of 
Commerce. He served as co-chairman for the Hospital 
Fund Raising Drive and also as a member of the 
Hospital Planning Committee; he is still a member of 
the Hospital Board.

K.P. Lake, Lovells Tackle DNR Clearecutting

K.P. Lake property owners and other 
Lovells Township residents, upset with DNR 
clearcutting policy in their area, are taking their 
views to the DNR Commission. 

Recent timber cutting around K.P. Lake set 
off this second round of Lovells Township versus 
the DNR. The first round took place in 1979 when 
clearcutting for Kirtland’s Warbler habitat in 
the township prompted the township board to 
pass a resolution condemning the lack of controls 
to prevent negligent, careless, and irresponsible 
forest management by the state. 

This spring, several acres of mature aspen 
and oaks were cut near the south end of K.P. 


“We need the wood. It should be harvested,” 
said a K.P. Lake property owner for 35 years. 
‘But why cut along a county road near a public 
access site to the lake where everyone will see it. 
Why can’t they cut back off the road?” 

The lake residents feel the large eyesore 
created by the cutting isn’t worth the estimated 
$3000 income collected from the timber sale - not 
in a county where tourism plays such an impor- 
tant role. 

Many K.P. Lake property owners are also 
upset with other parts of the cutting plan. Trees 
were cut along a steep bank 200 feet away from 
the lake. Lovells Township has a green-belt or- 
dinance that outlaws major cutting 400 feet away 
from lakes and rivers. Township supervisor

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Local Teams Amo 
For ‘82 AuSable

Big John Baker, of Gray- 
ling, winner of four AuSable 
Canoe Marathons, is again 
rated as one of the favorites 
in the 35th annual race 
scheduled to start at 10 p.m. 
this Friday. 

Baker, with Ken Brown, 
shattered the record time for 
the 240-mile race last year 
by more than 11 minutes. 
Baker will go after his third 
championship in a row this 
year paddling with Bob 
Welsch, of Southgate. Baker, 
38, moved up to fourth on the 
all-time marathon rankings 
with his win last year. 
Welsch finished fifth last 
year and placed as high as 
second in 1975 with Jay 
Stephan, Jr., of Grayling. 
Welsch has finished in the 


top ten 11 of the last 12 years 
and is ranked tenth on the 
all-time list. Besides his four 
first place finishes, Baker 
has paddled to three second 
places and three — third 
places. 

Two other local teams are 
expected to fight for the first 
place prize money, Brett 
Stockton, of Grayling, and 
Butch Stockton, of Roscom- 
mon, and the team of Dave 
Shepherd and Jeff Kolka, 
both of Grayling. 

Last year, Brett Stockton, 
teamed with Al Rudquist, 
took second place and had 
the sixth fastest time ever. 
Stockton, 18 years old during. 
the last race, was a crowd 
favorite. A large number of 
spectators cheered him on in 
his attempt to be the

Fred Schabily said the green-belt zoning was

His older brother Butch is 
ranked 20th on the all-time 
racer list. He didn’t race last 
year but has finished in the 
top ten six out of seven years 
before 1981. 

Shepherd and Kolka were 
the early leaders in last 
year’s race holding on to fir- 
st place for almost two 
hours. The young team 
reached the water second 
last year in the ‘LeMans”’ 
start. 

Jack Kolka, a former 
Grayling resident, will be 
entering his 22nd marathon 
with Doug Legg, of Grayling. 
Kolka, ranked third on the 
all-time list has finished 
second three times in the 
grueling race. At 48, he may 
be the oldest racer this year

At Fish 


Clean-up work at the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery 
started Monday morning af- 
ter a special use permit from 
the DNR finally arrived. The 
work crews, Camp Shawono 
residents and local volun- 
teers, will be filling in every 
other raceway while clean- 
ing out the others. 

In the near future, picnic 
grounds will be set up and 
vending machines will be in- 
stalled in preparation for the 
grand opening of the facility 
in the spring of 1983, accord- 
ing to hatchery committee 
chairman Bob Smock. 

Smock said that an active 
fund raising campaign will 
begin immediately to finan- 
ce the renovation and first 
year’s activities. He pointed 
out that while the operation 
of the hatchery is sponsored 
by the county government, 
the funding must be by 
public subscription, 

Pledges of $500 have 


already been received from 
the Grayling Rotary Club 
and from the Grayling State 
Bank, Smock noted. The 
committee has estimated 
that operating capital for the 
preparation of the grounds 
and the first year of activity 
will be about $10,000. 

Smock said that donations 
may be sent to County 
Treasurer Joe Wakeley with 
checks made out to the 
Grayling Fish 
Fund. He commented that 
the majority of work on 
renovation and operation 
will be by volunteer help. 
Much of the help will come 
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from work crews at Camp 
Shawono. Certain items 
must be purchased, making 
donations essential to the 
project. 

Public subscription drives 
will include the placing of 
collection canisters in con- 
venient locations in Grayling 
and Crawford County. Plans 
also call for the sale of lapel 
buttons displaying a picture 
of the Grayling fish. 

Individuals willing — to 
devote time to working on 
the project should call the 
Old AuSable Sporting Goods 
or contact Don Geiss, vice 
chairman of the committee.

Among other teams enter- 
ed, Jerry and Jeff Kellogg, 
of Grand Haven and Morley, 
are expected to challenge 
Baker and the other local 
teams. The Kelloggs won the 
race in 1974 and 1975 and 
hold the second fastest time. 

The amateur race will 
start one hour earlier, at 9 
p.um., and last year’s winners 
Forest Haines and Jim 
Myers will be back to defend 
their title for the fifth 
straight year. 

The races both will start 
with a “LeMans” sprint with 
canoes to the water’s edge in 
front of Ray’s Canoe Livery. 
All racers will be at the mar- 
shalling area for check-in at 
6p.m. Friday. The Dixieland 
Band will perform before the 
race begins and a drawing 
for a $500 canoe, paddles, 
and cushions by Ray’s will 
be held before the gun 
sounds for the race. 

The racers will paddle 
through the night portaging 
six times over dams and are 
expected to reach Oscoda 
about 1 p.m.

state does not have to abide by local ordinances. 

The timber sale contract also called for no 
stumps to be left higher than 12 inches to help 
reduce the unsightliness. Many stumps in the 
area are more than 12 inches high and two were 
measured at 58 and 48 inches. The residents also 
claim a grader supplied by the cutting company 
did little to repair the county road aftter wood- 
cutters used it. They say the Crawford County 
road grader had to smooth out the road although 
the timber contract called for the wood company 
to do it. 

“Tf the DNR makes a contract, then they 
ought to stick to it and enforce it,’’ one resident 
said. 

The lake residents also questioned putting a 
40 by 6U-foot pile of slash near the road. The pile

With major state revenues tied to 
recession-sensitive sales and income 
taxes, the report. found that even 
though expenditures tended to out- 
pace revenues, 22 states - including 
Michigan - stiil spent less money in 
inflation-adjusted terms in 1981-82 
than they had the year before. 

Michigan’s drop was 7 percent, 
while Illinois dropped 8 percent, In- 
diana and Wisconsin, 7 percent and 
Ohio 3 percent. 

The largest decline was 13 percent 
for Nevada. The largest real spend- 
ing increase was 28 percent in 
Texas, 

In 1982-83, assuming a 5 percent 
inflation rate, spending will con- 
tinue to lag in 14 states, topped by 
Alaska’s 33 percent drop tied to 
what the report said are unusual 
spending patterns associated with 
oil revenues. 

Michigan’s spending would reflect 
real growth of 9 percent. 

The report said while most states 
avoided general fund tax increases 
in 1981-82, the pressure for tax in- 
1962 lepislaiive 
sessions has been higher. 

“Most of the state officials sur- 
veyed indicated that they are taking 
administrative measures to cut 
spending (for example, freezing 
vacancies, cutting back on travel 
and/or equipment purchases), and 
many legislatures have adopted tax 
increases or have tax increase 
proposals pending. 

“The most significant factor af- 
fecting the financial health of state 
governments in the remainder of 
1982 and 1983 will be the condition 
of the national economy. No amount 
of state government action will 
produce a strong fiscal condition in 
the face of recession,’’ the report 
concluded.

CAMP GRAYLING—Members of the Grayling Fire Department joined with 38th Divi- 
sion Guard personnel for fire fighting exercises last week at the Grayling Army Airfield. 
The 38th Aviation Battalion’s Crash and Rescue Team were assisted by city firemen and 
Catnp Grayling Fire Chief Dan A. Schrock. The exercises were conducted to provide fire- 
fighters with real-life fire and rescue situations. 

Captain Schrock said the increased number of flights of varying sized aircraft require 
emergency personnel to be able to handle all aspects of aircraft crash and rescue 
operations. 

During the exercises, firefighters battled two jet fuel fires, one with a water-foam 
solution, the other with high pressure waterstreams. Both rescue and extinguishing tech- 
niques were carried out using standard fire fighting equipment. The Camp Grayling Fire 
Department provided instructors, support personnel and safety equipment. 

Schrock said that several more fires are scheduled to train both military crash and 
rescue crews and firemen from other departments where military flights are handled.

Dear Whitey: 

Your recent declaration in 
the Avalanche to limit each 
political candidate to one 
“Letter to the Editor’’ is, to 
me, an excellent idea. Inas- 
much as I am one of those 
candidates, this will suf- 
ficiently serve as a forum for 
what I believe is a most im- 
portant thought for voters to 
consider before making their 
political choices on August 
10th. 

First, I believe a candidate 
should stand FOR an issue 
he or she believes in - as 
AGAINST an opposing can- 
didate or an issue.

Seldom do such candidates 
take the time or do the 
research to study the under- 
lying factors surrounding an 
alleged problem, or learn the 
facts of the issue involved. It 
is easier to just ‘‘shoot from 
the hip’. It is always easier 
to be ‘against’? something or 
someone then to recognize a 
problem, think through 
several alternate solutions, 
then, with courage of convic- 
tion, speak their mind in a 
proper manner for a clear, 
objective and helpful 
solution, 

During the time remaining 
between now and August 
10th all District 7 voters (and 
many others) will have an 
opportunity to: 1) know what 
my qualifications are for the 
position of County Com- 
missioner, 2) learn what I 
believe are some of the most 
important issues confronting 
Crawford County both at 
present and in the future, 
and 3) learn what I would 
propose to do to improve 
those conditions.

WHEREAS the Crawford County Board of Commissioners 
has been granted a Special Use Permit from the Forestry 
Division of the Michigan Department of Natural Resources for 
that parcel of land lying South of North Down River Road and 
East of the East Branch of the AuSable River, commonly known 
as the DNR Fish Hatchery, and

request of a citizen group known as the Grayling Fish Hatchery 
Project Committee (hereafter referred to as ''The Committee’), 
and 

WHEREAS The Committee has assured Crawford County 
that it shall assume full responsibility for all operation, main- 
tenance and financial liabilities incurred by said project while 
under the terms of the Special Use Permit, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Crawford 
County Board of Commissioners hereby delegates operation of 
the Fish Hatchery Project to the Grayling Fish Hatchery 
Project Committee under the direction of Robert Smock, or any 
individual subsequently named by The Committee to succeed 
him, and 

BE IT FUTHER RESOLVED that the County of Crawford 
shall remain the permittee under the aforementioned DNR 
Special Use Permit only as long as The Committee remains in 
compliance with the following conditions: 

1. The Grayling Fish Hatchery Project Committee shall in- 
clude one Crawford County Commissioner, who shall be selected 
by the County Board. 

2. All appcintments to The Committee shail be subject to the 
approval of the Crawford County Board of Commissioners. 

3. A Project Plan composed of projected activities, materials 
required, methods of operation and supervision, and anticipated 
revenues and expenditures shall be provided to the Board of 
Commissioners by July 22, 1982 and prior to the 4th Thursday in 
May every year thereafter for as long as Crawford County 
remains the permittee under the Special Use Permit. 

4. Areport estimating the degree of public use of the facility, 
along with a balance sheet of revenues and expenditures shall be 
provided to the Board of Commissioners prior to the 4th Thurs- 
day of May, July, Spetember and November for as long as Craw- 
ford County remains the permittee under the Special Use Per- 
mit. 

5. The Committee shall comply at all times with the con- 
ditions of the DNR Special Use Permit. 

6. The Committee shall be responsible for all operation, 
maintenance, development and labor at the Fish Hatchery 
Project site, and shall be responsible for generating revenue suf- 
ficient to meet any costs incurred therefrom.

1. Fowler stated a petition from property owners and 
residents of the east end of the Township had been received at 
the last Annual Meeting requesting consideration be given to a 
sub-station located on M-72 East between Stephan Bridge and 
Wakeley Bridge Roads for fire protection. The Township Board 
submitted a questionnaire to the 118 signers relative to the 
creation of a opecial assessment district tv provide rinancing for 
additional fire protection. Nine replies were received, six in favor 
of a special assessment district and three in opposition. Much 
discussion was held on the cost of creating a special assessment 
district including publications, hearings, property owners in- 
volved, cost of a sub-station, etc. Motion by Elizabeth Wieland, 
supported by Patricia Fowler, to submit a questionnaire to the 
property owners of record in the area involved to poll the desire 
of creating a special assessment district for additional fire 
protection before initiating the procedure required. Use of the 
newspaper for said notification and the cost of a sub-station was 
raised. No figures have been obtained as the amount of equip- 
ment, number of trucks, or size of a fire barn have not been 
determined. The question of spreading the cost over the entire 
township was also raised. The Tewnship Board feels fire protec- 
tion is provided to all residents and taxpayers but if additional 
protection is requested for a specific area, a special assessment 
district must be created. The question was called on the motion.

New Business 

1. Fowler indicated he would be recommending the Board 
continue to hold their Regular Meeting on the second Tuesday 
of each month at 7:30 p.m. with the exception of August. Dates 
for the next fiscal year will be: July 13, August 17 (third 
Tuesday), September 14, October 12, November 9, December 14, 
January 11, February 8, March 8, April 12, May 10, and June 14. 
The 1983 Annual Meeting will be held on June 25 at 1:00 p.m. 

2. A recommendation would also be made to authorize the 
depository of funds in all five financial institutions: Crawford 
County Credit Union, Gaylord State Bank, Grayling State 
Bank, Northern National Bank, and United Federal Savings. 

3. Martin Bohn stated President Reagan man-dated a reduc- 
tion in government and moved to rescind the motion made by E. 
Gardiner on April 6, 1982, concerning Ordinance 81-2 and revise 
and superceed her motion to read - We approve the request of the 
referendum on Zoning Ordinance 81-2 and wish to allow the 
voters and taxpayers the right of referendum and that this 
proposal be submitted to the people at the next election. Mr. 
Bohn inquired of the number of additional employees needed for 
this ordinance and the electrical inspections. Supervisor Fowler 
explained no additional employees were hired relative to Or- 
dinance 81-2 (the revised Zoning Ordinance) or for building in- 
spections as the Township has had zoning and has required 
building permits since 1966 and has employed someone to make 
these inspections. The plumbing, mechanical, and electrical 
codes are man-dated codes and the Township had the option to 
either enforce them or turn them over to the county. The Board 
felt through the fee system, the Township could offer most of 
this service to property owners at less cost and with more ex- 
pediency than the other units of government are able too. Don 
Welser questioned why is it necessary to have all of these per- 
mits. Fowler explained these are laws passed in the legislature 
and are applicable all over the state.

Fowler explained the Township adopts a general govern: 
ment type budget. so all expenditures from line 25 through 60 
would be adopted as one line item and the various line items from 
62 Euven 73 would be adopted in addition to general govern: 
ment. 

All revenues in the General Fund were reviewed and ex- 
plained. The I’xpenditures in this fund were also reviewed and 
explained. The amount budgeted for Elections was questioned. 
Two elections are already scheduled and the Township now has 
four precincts - one more than last year. The increuse in mileage 
over last year was also questioned. This request is actually less 
than Jast year's request - however we anticipate our expense may 
be more than last year’s expense, The Township carries a very 
small amount in unappropriated so expenditures have been pur 
posed to cover each item. The increase in Building and Ordinance 
was questioned, Wo are trying to bring this position in line with 
camparable positions in the area, Salaries of Elected Officials 
were reviewed. Fowler stated the salaries of the Supervisor, 
Clerk, and Treasurer are set. by a Compensation Commission 
every other year. Don Welser was asked to bring his question of 
eliminating this commission up after the budget hearing. ‘The 
contribution for the 4th of July celebration was discussed. The 
interest and investment revenues are down in the General Fund 
as none of the interest in the Township Improvement Revolving 
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Fund was transferred to the General Fund as in the past. The 
“amount purposed for education and training and membership 
and dues were discussed. The Township is required to have an 
audit by a Certified Public Accountant annually. Presently 
Mickey Perez is the Township's Auditor. The Fire Department’ 
proposal is in conjunction with all Federal Revenue Sharing fun- 
ds, Additional requests are being filed for street lighting in the 
lake area, Road projects being pursued in addition to existing 
projects are Circle Court and Sherwood Forest area. Fowler in- 
' formed the citizens that the County Road Commission recently 
changed it funding policy which results in more funds needed 
. from property owners and the Township. Wilcox Bridge Road is 
also being considered. Other anticipated expenditures were 
reviewed, Martin Bohn stated the amount of proposed expendi- 
tures over last years actual expenditures appears to be about a 
23% increase - the same amount that his assessment went up - 
something has to be done.
